his later yoars have been passod in suoh 
strict seclusion that he has almost pass- 
ed out of public knowledge. During 
tho Mexican war his namo was very 
familiar in tho United States as tho 
.loader of tho Mexican armies, and will 
revive many military associations to 
those participated in tho oampaicn of 
1847-48.

THE LITTIiE-HOBX MASSACRE. 


(From tlie Chicago Ti bune ) 


Since the murder of Gen Canby by 


tho Modocs the country has not been 
more startled than it was by the an 
nounoemont that Gen. Ouster and five 
companies of his regiment, the Seventh 
Calvary, had boon massacred by the 
Sioux Indians in a ravine on the Little 
Horn river, a tributary to the Big Horn 
which in turn empties into the Yellow 
stone, the Indians outnumbering our 
troops ten to one 
Gen. Ouster had 


personal and soldierly trails which 
commended him to the people. 
He was 


an officer that did not know the word 
fear, and, an ia often the case with sol 
dieisof this stamp, ho was reokless 
hasty, and impulsive, preferring to 
make a dare devil rush and take risks 
rather than to move slower and with 
more of certainty. 
He was a brave 


brilliant soldier, handsome and dash 
ing, with all the attiibutcs to mukehim 
beloved of women and admired of man 
but these qualities, however admirable 
they nmy bu, should not blind our eyes 
to the fact that it was his own madoap 
haste, rashness and love of fame that 
cost him his own life, and cost the ser 
vice the loss of many bravo officers and 
gallant men. From the reports which 
have opme to hand, it appears that, af- 
ter assigning Major Keno with seven 
companies to attack the lower part ol 
the Indian camp, and stationing three 
companies 
in 
reserve, Gen. Caster 


placed himself at the head of five com 
panics—about 300 men—and dashec 
into a nest of throe or four thousand 
Sioux warriors, the same men who, un- 
der Sitting Bull, recently defeated Gen 
Crook on Rosebud Creek. 
They drew 


him into an ambcscaded ravine, just as 
they did Crook's troops, only the result 
was more "disastrous. In the latter ease 
it was a defeat jwith small loss; in this 
instance, throe hundred troops were in 
stantly surrounded,by 3,000 Indians, 
and the fatal ravine became a slaughter 
pen from which but few escaped.— 
Nearly the whole 300 went to a death 
as instant as if an earthquake had swal- 
lowed them. 
No account seems to 


have been taken of numbers, of the 
leadership of the Sioux, of their past 
record of courage and military skill. 
No account was even taken of the faot 
that Gen. Gibbon was coming to the 
Little Horn with reinforcements, only 
a day's march behind, although General 
Ouster was aware of it. He preferred 
to make a reokless dash and take the 
consequences, in the hope of making a 
personal victory and adding the glory 
of another charge to the long list 
whioh ho has so successfully headed, 
rather than to wait for it sufficiently 
powerful force to make the fight suc- 
cessful, and share tho glory with others. 
Ho took the risk and he lost, and all 
that Gen. Gibbon could accomplish 
when he arrived the next day, was to 
oomo to tho relief of tho remnant of 
tho regiment under Maj. Reno, whioh 
for twenty-four hours had been hotly 
pressed by tho victorious Indians. 


There are two important lessons to be 


learned from this massacre, which has 
not been equaled in our Indian wars 
since Brnddook's defeat. 
The first is 


tho folly of underestimating the strength 
and fighting qualities of tho Indians 
Gon. Ouster acted on tho old theory 
that ono well armed white man is equal 
to half a dozen Indians—a theory de- 
rived from exceptional oases, like For 
sythe's gallant defense. 
During the 


present spring and summer tho Sioux 
havo shown themselves not only bravo 
and enduring in battle, and capable of 
fieroo resistance, but possessed of mili- 
tary skill of a very creditable character, 
At tho battle of llosebud Creek, Sitting 
Bull showed himself tbo equal of tho 
great Indian fighter, Crook, in the dis- 
position and handling of his forces. It 
-caches the lesson that, if the Indians 
are to be conquered, they must bo treat- 
ed as a formidable foe, 


Socond, under the operations of the 


Quaker policy, tho government has 
}oen supplying these very Indians with 
arms and ammunition to carry on the 
war, and while they are on the war 
lath, is feeding their wives and children 
on the reservations, with parental fond 
ness. These Indians aro provided with 
tho very best long range rifles, which 
they have bought of traders with the 
annuities furnished them by the Gov- 
ornmont, They aro amply supplied 
'rom tho same source with horses and 
ammunition, and they aro using their 
material against small white forces with 
terribly disastrous effect.

He must 
bo treated as a cunning, courageous, 
and dosporato foe, who must be mot 
with something like equal forces, and 
with a strategy and boldness equal to 
his own.

Declaration of Independence would be 
read by the grandson of one of the sign- 
ers of the document, whose name he 
bore, Riohard Henry Lee, of Virginia. 
At the namo of Lee thunders of ap- 
plausc'burst from the multitude, and 
they were renewed as Mr. Lee, a sun- 
browned man, with an intellectual face, 
and modest, almost retiring bearing, 
stepped upon the rostrum. 
When si- 


lence was restored Mr. Ferry added • 
"And ho will read it from the original 
document, which has been placed by 
the government in the custody of May- 
or Stokley, of this city, for this occa- 
sion." 
Before cheers could break 


forth Mayor Stokley stepped upon the 
rostrum, and placed the immortal doc 
ument, incased in its.plain mahogany 
frame, before the immense audience 
before the stand, and then came a scene 
which can hardly be described. There 
wore roars of applause such as had not 
been hoard before; hats were swung and 
tossed in air. 
All on the platform were 


on their feet joining in the delirium. 
When the promiscuous cheering over 
what on the surface appeared to be 
only % faded parchment and a tawdry 
frame had somewhat subsided, some 
one—I think General Hawly—called 
for nine cheers for the declaration. 
Instantly the enthusiasm broke forth 
again. Every class of human life was 
infected.

During the 
reading the only incident wajjthat.when 
he uttered the words ."pursuit of happi- 
ness" ho was compelled to pause for the 
reason that the bell in the tower of the 
old State-house began to chime the hour 
of 10. The interruption chimed in 
with the feeling of the moment, tnd 
was warmly greeted.

Tho opinion ia expressed, gen- 
erally, in favor of whipping the Indians 
into subjection, and believe that ia the 
only way to secure peace. Much re- 
gret ia expressed over the fate of Gen- 
eral Caster and the men who were 
killed. 


Information from Red Clond Agency, 


with date of the fourth, ia that a great 
deal of mourning and uneasiness is ex- 
hibited by Indians at the agency, and 
this would seem to confirm the reports 
of severe loss by Indians in the recent 
engagements. 


ST. Lours, July 7.—The Republi- 


can's Kansas City special says, Joe. 0. 
Shelby, the notorious confederate Gen- 
eral of this state, sent the following tel 
cgram to President Grant, to-day : 


General Ouster has been killed. Wo 


once fought Mm, and now propose to 
avenge him. Should you determine to 
call volunteers, allow Missouri to raise 
one thousand. 


LEAVENWORTH, July 7.—General 


Pope has issued an order directing Gen. 
Miles, with six companies of the fifth 
infantry, to report at once at the scene 
of the Sioux war. The companies 
so ordered are now stationed as follows : 
One at Fort Gibson, one at Fort Hayes, 
one at FortJRiley, and three compa- 
nies at Fort Leavenworth. Gen. Miles 
has the reputation of being one of the 
best Indian fighters in the army. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 7.—General 


Terry's report, dated June 27, which 
had been delayed in Montana, was re- 
ceived by Gen. Sheridan to-night. 
It 


fully confirms all that was published, 
to-day, and very few new points of in- 
terest are contained in it. 
No list of 


enlisted men ie given. 


WASHINGTON, July 7.—Senator 


Merrill took the oath of office, as seore- 
trry of the treasury this Afternoon, at 
the executive mansion. Judge Why- 
lio administered the oath. 


Gen. Sherman has telegraphed to 


Secretary Cameron,, who arrived this 
morning 
It is probable upon the ar- 


rival of Gen. Sherman, there will be an 
immediate conference between the pres- 
ident and secretary of war, and, the gen- 
eral, upon tho subject oftho Indian 
war.. 


Senator Paddock introduced the fol- 


lowing bill in the senate to day : 


Be it enacted, &c., That the president, 


if he deems it necessary, be and hereby 
is authorized to accept the services of 
volunteers from the atate of Nebraska 
and territories of Wyoming, Colorado, 
Dakota and Utah, or either of them to- 
be employed as part of the army of the 
United States against the tribes of hos- 
tile Slous in the northwest, who have 
for years defied the authority of the gov- 
ernment, and by whose hands, recently, 
several hundred soldiers and citizens of 
the United States have been slaughtered, 
provided, that not more than five regi- 
ments of cavalry or infantry, or both, 
shall be accepted, and that the term of 
service shall not extend beyond nine 
months from the date of enlistment:

Secretary Morrill took charge of the 


treasury department this afternoon, and 
the first official aot of the secretary was 
the approval of the bond of Wyman, as 
treasurer. 


FEW YORK, July 7.—General Sher-

SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, July 7. 


Mr. Windom introduced a ;bill ex- 


tending and continuing, fur a period of 
ten days, the act recently passed to pro- 
vide temporarily for expenditures of 
the government. Referred to the com- 
mittee on appropriations. 


Mr. Hitchcock called up the senate 


bill to provide for the sale of the Fort 
Kearney military reservation in Nebras* 
ka. Passed. 


On motion of Ingalls, the senate ad- 


opted a resolution requesting the presi- 
dent to inform the senate whether the 
Sioux Indians made any hostile demon 
strations prior to tho invading of their 
reservation by gold hunters, and wheth- 
er the present military operations are 
conducted for tho purpose of protecting 
said Indians in their rights, or for pun- 
shing them for resisting the viola- 
tion ot that treaty, and whether the re 
ports of the late disaster are true 


At 12 o1 clock the impeachment trial 


was resumed, but on motion of Ed- 
munds it was ordered that farther pro- 
ceedings in the trial be suspended for 
the present, that the conference report 
on the appropriation bill might be con 
sidered. 


Mr. Windom, a member of the com- 


mittee on appropriation, then said, that 
after careful consideration, it had bean 
found that the saving would be but a 
little over $100,000 
It was not the 


amount involved so much as it was the 
principle of coercing the senate to 
change law. 


Edmunds—That is all they are for. 
Mr. Morrill resuming, said it was 


not the principle of just economy that 
this thing was done by tho house. 
It 


could not bo made apparent here or 
anywhere else, that there waa any nec- 
essity] or justice in the attempt to 
raid upon the clerks of the department. 
The principle which laid behind this 
action of the house, covered the whoje 
field of legislation and annihilated the 
senate of the United States. 


Senator Morton addressed the senate, 


claiming that tho attitude of the house 
was nullifying. He said that if either 
house said to the other, we refuse this 
obnoxious statute, such proposition was 
revolutionary, and was just the analo- 
gous attitude of South Carolina in nul- 
lification times. lie appealed to sena- 
ators to stand for independence of the 
houses He held that if either house 
inserted new legislation which was ob- 
jected to by the other, it was the duty 
ot tho|houBc proposing the change to 
recede, otherwise one house can nullify 
any law. 


Mr. Thurman then replied to Morton 


with great warmth. 
He claimed there 


was neither nullification nor dictation 
in the action. 
After speaking at some 


length, he was followed by Senator Lo- 
gan. 
He agreed with the Senator from 


Indiana (Morton) that the action of 
one house of congress, in saying it 
would no*, agree to appropriation bills 
unless the other would agree to change 
certain laws, was both nullification and 
revolution. 
He denied that the house 


had tho sole right to originate appro, 
priation bills, and said that if the sen- 
ate should put upon an appropriation 
bill any legislation which didn't meet 
with the assent of the house of repre- 
sentatives he would vote at once to 
withdraw it. 


The action of the house of represen- 


tatives in the present case was to make 
a little capital for the country, and he 
(Logan) would stay here until the ex- 
piration of his term of service, before 
he would agree to the proposition, de- 
manded with a hand at his throat.
